OTTAWA, Feb. 17.—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
today gave notice of motion for 
appointment of a  41-member 
select committee of the House of 
Commons “to examine and report 
on a national plan of social! in- 
surance which will constitute a 
charter of social security for the 
whole of Canada.” 


The commiltee will be charged 
with responsibility for examining 
and studying 

1—Existing social! insurance 


legislation of the Dominion and 
provinces; 

—Social insurance policies in 
other countries; 

—The most practicable meas- 
ures of social insurance for Can- 
ada, including health insurance, 
and the steps which will be re- 


quired to effect their inclusion ina 
national plan; 

4—The constitutional and finan- 
cial adjustments which will be re- 
quired for the achievement of a 
nation-wide plan of social security 

§—Other related matters 

The social security committee will 
have power to appoint from among 


its members such sub-committees 
as may be deemed advisable or 
necessary to deal with specific 


phases of the problems under study 

It will have power to call for 
“persons, papers, and records, to 
examine witnesses under oath, to 
print such papers and evidence 
from day to day as may be ordered

Kharkov has fallen, This was the last 
bastion on the southern sector of the 
anchor-line which the Nazis established a 
year ago to hold their gains in Russia. 
Whatever might come, this string of fort- 
resses was to mark the farthest the Rus- 
sians should be able to advance. Kharkov, | 
in the centre of the southern sector, was 
the key-stone in the arch, It was the base 
from which operations against Stalingrad 
and the Caucasus were launched last | 
summer. 

The capture of Kharkov opens to the 
Red armies a corridor four hundred miles 
wide, from the Sea of Azov to beyond 
Kursk, in which the enemy holds no heav- 
ily fortified place east of the Dneiper river. 
That they are already storming ahead for 
the crossings of that river is reported. That 
their columns have been ranging beyond | 
Kharkov in hope of cutting off the Nazi 
troops retreating from Rostov and the | 
Caucasus is known. 

How far the Russians will be able to 
realize on the great opportunities opened 
by the destruction of this remaining enemy 
stronghold remains to be seen. The possi- 
bilities are tremendous—and the Russians 
have shown themselves remarkable for 
fast travelling and endurance. 


The Louisburg 


The Louisburg has been added to the 
list of Canadian naval vessels lost during 
the war. This brings the total to eleven, 
five of them corvettes. The Louisburg went 
down fighting, in the Mediterranean, sunk 
by dive-bombers and torpedo planes. It was 
one of seventeen of our corvettes which 
have been doing duty there since the Allied | 
landings in Morocco and Algeria. } 

Of the crew of 85 officers and men, 38 | 
are missing and presumed dead. The other 
47, better than half the total, were saved. 
The loss of life is heavy, but not relatively 
so. While they mourn the loss, Canadians 
wlil be thankful that so many escaped. All 
but three of the missing went from Can- 
adian homes. The commander, who is not | 
among the survivors, hailed from Esqui- 
malt, and the crew was widely representa- 
tive of the provinces. For the relatives of 
the missing, and for the nation, there is the 
grim satisfaction that the ship was lost in 
action, and that for three months it had 
been engaging the enemy in that combat 
zone. 

It will be noted, too, that the Louisburg 
is the first of our ships to meet disaster in 
that particularly hot corner of the ocean 
battlefield. Sixteen out of the seventeen 
are still carrying the fight to the enemy 
after so many the submarine- 
infested w ‘s and under I 
infested skies along th 
coast.

In Canada 


I proposed, at the beginning of 
this article, to work out a well- 
balanced argument to show how 
widely Canada is separated from 
continental Europe in the matter 
of political idealism. 

But the thing speaks for itself 

We grumble at the petty vanities 
of our political leaders. We com- 
plain about their devotion to party. 
We condemn them for overlooking 
certain classes of the community, 

We don’t know how lucky we' are 
For with all their weaknesses and 
biases and shortcomings, the least 
of them stand out like pearls of 
great price against the barefaced 
and plain-spoken egoism of a great 
part of Europe. 

Perhaps we don't get around to 
doing a great deal about it. But 
we do believe in the rights of in- 
dividuals. We do believe, in a 
vague way, in a human society that 
overflows the boundaries of na- 
tions. We do believe that God 
made man before man invented the 
state. 

And that, of course, is the defini- 
tion of political idealism—the pro- 
position that governments were 
created for man and not man for 
governments, that a man who gives 
up his life for the world is far 
greater than the fellow who rules 
it.

One point which left a deep im- 
pression on his

istic regarding the military situa- 


tion in North Africa, he went into | 


detail regarding the difficulty of 
getting heavy tanks through the 
mud until the terrain had dried 
While the rains usually stop 
March or April, they have been 
known to continue until June. 

The President also explained 
that Churchill was handling all the 


negotiations with Turkey because 
the British were closer to the 
Turkish picture than the United 
States 


“In the same way,” the President 
explained, “all negotiations with 
China are heing carried on by the 
United States.’ 


Scourge of War 

The President also went into 
considerable detaj] regarding the 
morale of American troops, which 
he observed to be excellent in the 
North African war zone. However 
he said he was “worried” over the 
manner in which our troops were 
exposed to undraped native 
women in the various parts of 
Africa, especially Liberia 

He praised the efficiency of the 
Medica! Corps in dealing with 
venereal disease, but expressed 
concern over its prevalence and 
said it might be necessary to limit 
the liberty of overseas troops for 
the sake of their health. This same 
problem, he reported, also existed

“We know that Italy already has 
been torn by serious internal dis 
orders brought on by distrust of 
Mussolini's leadership.” the Presi 
dent said. He added that although 
he could give no accurate report 
on the condition in Germany. his 
personal belief was that Germany 
suffer a repetition of what 
happened in the last war. When 
German morale does collapse, he 
said, the whole thing will collapse 
quickly

WASHINGTON.—I did not have 
space to tell you yesterday that 
jlast Sunday, in Portland, Me, 
when my train arrived a little after 
9 p.m., Mrs. Eleanore Merrick met 
me and took me out to the ship 
yards to see the women working 
on the night shift. They have a 
great many women at work and it 
was really very dramatic to see the 
plant*at night. 

The women al] seemed extremely 
interested, One of them told me 
that she drove fifty miles with her- 
husband and four other workers 
every day. Another told me she 
| had an 18 mile bus ride each way, 
}1 understand that these women 
would like to work without a day 
off, since Maine has no law requir- 
ing one day of rest in seven. The 
women know that this is a chance 
that may not last, to make money 
and to put it aside 

Maine people are thrifty, but I 
think they are a little too hopeful 
that making a supreme effort will 


bring the war to a rapid close. 
They must count on a fairly long 
pull. | doubt if anyone sould stand 


constant work without a day's rest. 
The women particularly should 
consider this 

In talking to the women, I found 
that many had older children who 
were being looked after by other 
members of their families tempor- 
arily. Even in that case, it seems 
to me wise for g mother to spend 
at least one day a week catching 
up on what her children are doing, 

On this trip I read the manue 
script of a book by Miss Frances 
Blackwood, called “Mrs, England 
on Living.” It will not be 
out for several weeks, and it is the 
result of six weeks which she spent 
in Great Britain in the spring of 
1942. She wrote a number of 
articles for a Philadelphia paper 
which J read, but J think the book 
will give the most complete pic- 
ture which I have seen anywhere 


of conditions as they touch hqme 
ite in Great Britain for rich and 
poor alike 


Miss Blackwood is a trained ob- 
server and has a sure instinct for 
the human side of the picture and 
this book will havé a wide appeal, 
Many people in this country have 
no grea! admiration for Great Bri- 
tain'’s policies as an empire, but 
today we have an interest in the 
people of every country throughout 
the world. Any book which gives 
us 4 fresh and interesting picture, 
1 am sure will be of value.

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|Your Baby 
And Mine 9 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELORED 

When is the proper time to intro- 
duce the baby to the playpen? Ob- 
viously, a long time before he will 
need it for any real confinement of 
his activities. 

If he gets used to lying around 
on the floor and moving wherever 
his fancy dictates, he is going to be 
a much abused baby if he is then 
put into a pen. But, if from inactive 
infancy, he becomes accustomed to 
lying on the soft pad of the pen 
with the uprights between him and 
liberty, that too, will seem to be the 
natural way to play 

The advantages of a pen are in- 
numerable. In the pen the baby has 
his own playthings. He has the 
opportunity to move about with 
handy rods to which to cling and 
which will inspire him to pull hard 
and sit up straighter or get up on 
his wobbly legs 

Some time in each day he ought 
taken out of the pen and 
given the run of the house. He 
needs that to increase his knowl. 
edge of his environment and to dis- 
cover the things he cannot do as 
well as the things he can do with 
his mother’s gracious permission. 


A mother who has the sole care 
of her baby needs to have some 
safe place in which she can stow 
him while she does the work 
which may take her attention 
from “him. Any mother who has 
to keep pushing the child out 
from under her feet, or picking 
him out of the danger spots in 
which he is sure to get, becomes 
a very ill-tempered mother. For 
her own sake, as well as the 
baby’s, she should investigate a 


playpen. It's almost as essential 
as a bed. 
Mr A.F.H. explains that his boy 


is now past the playpen age. (They 
do get to an age, when pens will 
not be a protection). But he still 
uses it 

“We have a one-register heating 
plant and the baby couldn't be 
kept away from this portion of 
the room. So now we use the pen 
as sort of fence to keep the baby 
from running near or over the 
register. The baby, then, has the 
run of the house, except for that 
fenced-off corner.” 

This may suggest to other moth- 
ers ways in which the pen can be 


continued in its usefulness. There 
are always bookshelves, or fragile 


ornaments or even lamps which we 
would well prevent the baby hand- 
ling. The pen, solidly established, 
may keep curious little hands away 


from objects which could be 
broken. But up to about 18 months 
or more, most children can spend 


most of their waking hours, indoors 
or out, in the handy playpen 
Our leaflet, “Early Discipline,” 
suggests ways of managing the baby 
who is just being given the run of 
the house.
